J. Latta declar- 
ed in his presidential address at the 
annual convention the Canadian 
Good Roads Association held in Vie- 
toria recently, To this end, he claim- 
ed, the following details should be 
considered: 

The greatest to the greatest 
number; most direct route possible 
for traffic; avoidance of sharp curves; | 
advantage of easy grades; minimum 
construction cost; economy of main- 
tenance; correlation of each road se- 
lected and located to other portions of 
the system; relation of the road as a] 


of 


food 


feeder to railways; drainage facili | 
ties; proximity of road material: | 
future requirements; necessity for 


bridges and culverts; money available 
for the project proposed. 

The advantage of careful scientific 
planning could not be over estimated, 
A well-planned road would 
help build up manufacturing indus- 
tries, cheapen cost of raw materials, 
reduce’ cost of living by bringing 
rural residents within closer reach 
of the urban dweller, help attract; 
settlement and elevate the social life | 
of the community, The type of road 
to build on any part of a settlement 
is that which will carry the load 
which will go over that road at least 
possible expense. Drainage was im- 
portant and the greatest engineering 
skill should be employed in a | 
work. { 


system 


In location of a system, care must} 
be taken to select mileage capable 
of being finished by taxpayers con-| 
cerned, and the same principle must! 
apply in the choice of type. 

Road building was a great co- 
operative enterprise. Taxpayers oy 
any given community should co-oper- 
ate with each other in the interest of 
all. Distribution of funds depended} 
on ability to contribute and the bene- 
fit derived from the utility provided. 
Provincial aid to the communities 
ought to be given on the same basis. 
It was quite evident, he said, that a 
basis of population could not fill all 
requirements for the purpose of co- 
operation. In like manner it might 
easily be shown that distribution of} 
federal aid among provinces on a pop-| 
ulation basis might be in many re- 
spects unjust and unequitable. The 
human element is Canada’s greatest 
asset and its interest must, therefore, | 
be kept at all times in the forefront 
in any development scheme. 

Emphasizing the magnitude of the 
road-building problem, the president 
instanced the relatively small popu- 
lation spread over an immense area. 
Upon a family of four persons—less 
than the average—rests the enormous 
responsibility of building and mair- 
taining one mile of roadway and upon 
five average families, the construction 
and maintenance of a mile of main 
market highway.

Over eleven million bushels of 
wheat have been shipped out of Mon- 
treal to English and continental ports 
this season and grain continues to 
come down from the head of the lakes 
in tremendous volume. The record 
shipments last July and August are 
already being approached at the be- 
ginning of the shipping season, At 
present there are 6,200,000 bushels of 
grain in the harbor and railway eleva- 
tors and in addition there are 1,500,- 
000 bushels en route by the canal 
route and another 1,250,000 bushels 
coming by rail.

“It is almost a certainty that in the 
southeastern part of Saskatchewan 
where the hoppers have been most 
prevalent during the last three years, 
conditions will not be nearly so bad 
this year,” states M. P. Tullis, Com- 
missioner of Field Crops, Provincial 
Department of Agriculture. “Field 
kepresentatives in that territory who 
have been making surveys report egg 
deposits scarce and there is a feeling 
of optimism among municipal councils 
and farmers generally. It is hoped 
that the control measures employed 
there in the past, and the work of par- 
asites has reduced the numbers of the 
pest so that the danger period is 
practically over.

It is a remarkable fact that al- 

though Canadian cheese is equal to 

‘the finest of its class in the world, 

cheese is not as generally used on the 

table in Canada as in~many other 
countries. In England, for example 

a large percentage of the honies use 

cheese almost daily. To some people 

cheese is believed to be indigestible, 

but as pointed aut in Pamphlet No, 7 

of the Department of Agriculture at 

Ottawa, its digestibility is improved 


when combined with other foods.) 
When eaten with bread or other) 
starchy food such as potatoes, or 


macaroni, it forms one of the most 
Satisfacteary food combinations, and 
one which will not be difficult of 
digestion for most people. It is 
when eaten at the end of a heavy 
meal that it is liable to overtax the 
digestive organs. Cheese is a very 
concentrated diet, nearly all of it be- 
ing used by the body to build up new 


tissues and to provide energy for the! 


body to do its works For sturdy 
boys and girls and normal adults, it 
is one of the best muscle builders and 
one which is entilled to a large place 
in the diet. 

While cheese may be served with- 
out any further preparation, it can be 
used in cooking in many different 
ways. It should be borne in mind, 
however, that cheese will be harder 
to digest if cooked at a high tempera- 
ture. The pamphlet to which refer-

Rural Schools Crowded 


Raising School Age in Saskatchewan 
Causes Complications 

As the result of the new regula- 
tions passed at the last session oi 
the Legislature raising the compul- 
sory school age in Saskatchewan to 
15 years, many of the school Houses 
in rural districts of the province 
are crowded to capacity, and a few of 
them have not sufficient accommoda- 
tion for all the pupils affected by the 
new act, according to information 
which has reached the Department of 
Education. 

“The department has become ac- 
quainted recently with a number of 
cases where insufficient accommoda- 
tion will be found in the schools for 
the children who are to attend,” A. H. 
Ball, Deputy Minister, is quoted as 
stating. “This is true of a number 
of rural schools, especially.” 


Mr. Ball stated that the only way} 
out of the difficulty will be for some} 


of the schodls to increase the size of 
classrooms to provide for the jump 
in attendance, 

“In raising the age limit for com- 
pulsory education, regard must al- 
vays be had to this contingency, It 
was found when the time came to 
proclaim the adolescent act of On- 


|tario in force there were not school 


buildings in the province to accom- 
modate a large number 
pupils who became liable to attend 
school under the act, and exactly the 
same difficulty was found when the 
Fisher Act in England, came to be put 
in operation, ~So Saskatchewan is 
not alone in her difficulty.” 

It was intimated that in 
where there is not sufficient school 
accommodation available rigid  en- 
forcement of the act will not be in- 
sisted upon as far as the older pupils 
are concerned, until space can be pro- 
vided for the classes.

Scientists Claim 
To Have Perfected Process 


- For Liquifying Helium 


The coldest spot in the world has 
been found. By comparison, the 
North Pole is warmer than the tropics, 
It is so much colder than any other 
spot in the universe that compansons 
are almost impossible. To be exact, 
it is 515 degrees Fahrenheit below 
zero. For instance, the known tem- 
perature near the North Pole varies 
from 30 to 60 degrees below zero. 
At the highest altitude ever reached 
in an airplane, the temperature hov- 
ered around 60 degrees below zero, 
This was nearly seven miles up. 

This remarkable spot is in Wash- 
It is the cryogenic labora- 
tory of the Bureau of Mines, Depart- 
ment of Interior, where, for more 
than two years, scientists have been 
working in an effort to liquify helium 
gas, purify it and make it 100 per 
cent. efficient in the lift of giant dirig- 
ibles. 

And after numerous failures success 
finally is in sight. So sure are the 
scientists of this that they expect to 
be able to announce before the end of 
the year that what has been assumed 
to be impossible has been accomplish- 
ed and that helium gas has been liqui- 
fied and absolutely isolated from 
trac-~ of any foreign gases, 

When the process is perfected, it 
will be of inestimable value to 
science, particularly to the nayi- 
gation of the air by the huge ships 
cross the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans. It will make acet- 
dents, such as that which recently 
happened the airship Roma, impos- 
sible, for the gas is non-inflammable 
and only lacks lifting power to the ex- 
tent that it has been impossible to 
free it of other gases, 

The research work is also calculat- 
ed to reduce the cost of producing 
helium, which to date has been so éx- 
pensive and prohibitive that airships 


have been only partially inflated with 
it.

NEW TAX RECOVERY ACT 

The new tax recovery act passed at the last session is 
now in operation. Land owners in arrears of taxes from 
July 1st will still have until August 14th to pay up, but if 
arrears remain unpaid after that date the municipality. 
in which the land lies files a caveat against the land, and 
within one year from the date of filing, if the taxes are 
still unpaid, the municipality may take title to the land. 
During the year, owners may pay arrears and the caveat 
may be withdrawn. After the title is tken by the muni- 
cipality the owner may still redeem the land up to the 
time it is offered for sale by public auction. Provisién 
is also made for giving the tax delinquents ample notice, 
with warning during the month of March that their lands 
are.inarrears and fable to forfeiture and if then not 
are in arrears and lible to forfeiture and if then not 
redeemed within the redemption period they pass finally 
into the possession of the municipalities, free from all en- 
cumbrances except claims for seed grain or relief liens.

“Surely we desire the resumption 
of normal relations with Germany,” 
says M. Poincare, “but we cannot ig- 
nore the ferment of hatred which is 
brewing against France in Germany.” 
No visitor to Germany could possibly 
ignore it, and it is well that the fact 
is plainly realized in Paris. 

This hatred developed after the 
armistice, Before that German war 
hatred was centred on England, and 
to a lesser degree on America. But 
as time has gone on, these hatreds 
have virtually disappeared. On the 
other hand, toward France there was, 
so American observers report, no 
hatred at the time of the armistice. 

Why has this reversal taken place? 
Fundamentally, no doubt, because 
Great Britain and America soon 
interest in enforcing the reparation 
clauses, while France adhered firmly 
to the treaty. Partly, no doubt, be- 
cause Germany, in her humiliation, 
had to have a scapegoat.—New York 
World.

Russian Millions Stored in Ground

Mr. Moore was a farmer in ordin- 
ary circumstances, tilling 100 acres of 
land, in 1908 when he bought Dairy- 
maid because she had the qualities he 
admired in a dairy cow. She came 
from a good family. Mr, Moore had 
his own ideas of type and he bred to 
perpetuate it. He died in 1919, and 
his widow sold recently thirty-two 
head of Dairymaid’s descendants for 
almost $15,000, Her husband had 
disposed of $10,000 worth of stock 
during his lifetime, besides the pro- 
duce from the herd. 

The fact that Dairymaid herself,

Lost Treasure Box Located 


Brought from France in 
French Missionary 


Buried beneath the waters of the 
River Wye near Penetanguishene, 
Ont., for more than 300 years, the long 
lost treasure box of the Jesuit mission 
to Huronia has been located at last 
by the needle of a magnetic diving 
rod. It lies beneath twenty feet of 
water and mud, and divers are now 
starting to raise it. 

Just what the box will show when 
it is brought to light is at present a 
matter of conjecture, but the needle 
shows that it contains gold in great 
quantities. 

This finding of the treasure is verl- 
fied by the records of the society of 
Jesus, which shows that one of the 
seven big boxes brought into New 
France in the year 1650 and labori- 
ously carried to Fort Sainte Marie by 
canoe, was lost and never recovered. 

An examination of the records in- 
dicate that the box probably contains 
the altar candelabra, and the pay 
chest of the troops which accom- 
panied the black robed missionary 
into the wilderness of Huronia, If 
this be so the value of the treasure 
will be enormous, as the vestments 
were the present of the® court of 
France and were of solid gold.

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


Four hundred thousand rubles was 
the cost of postage on a letter from 
Odessa which reached a Victoria man 
wecently, 

Negotiations are in progress be- 
tween Australia and Canada in regard 
to tariff reciprocity, An offer has 
been made by Canada and a counter 
proposal has been received from Aus- 
tralia. This statement was made by 
the Prime Minister in the House of 
Commons in reply to a question by 
Right Hon. Arthur Meighen. 

The bill amending the Vancouver 
Harbor Commissioners Act went 
through the committee stage in the 
House June 12, Hon. Ernest La- 
pointe said the purpose of the bill was 
to bring Vancouver into line with all 
the other ports of Canada. 

An English syndicate headed by the 
Duke of Argyll has bought the Button 
Willow Ranch, comprising 150,000 
acres in San Joaquin Valley, Cal., for 
@ consideration of twelve million dol- 
lars, according to advices published 
by the Los Angeles Times. 

Captain A. W. Stevens, aerial photo- 
Brapher, at McCook Field, Dayton, 
Ohio, broke the world’s parachute 
jumping record when he descended 
24,206 feet. He landed at Jamestown, 
approximately 25 miles from where h¢ 
The descent took 
thirty minutes.
